Part two presents 
descriptive statistics "including 1981 information about state 
population and trends , , state and local financial base, state and 
local governmental spending and spending on higher education , 
institutional revenues and expenditures, enrollment trends , faculty 
characteristics, and student tuition and fees. The third part 
contains a listing of the annual and biennial reports published by 
state agencies that are available for distribution, along with" 
recently published specia'l reports and studies (titles, publication 
date, availability , and major issues). Lastly, part four lists- 
special reports .and studies currently in progress or being planned. 
Summary tables, data sources and references, a list of national 
associations representing state agencies, and a list of state higher 
education executive officers are appended.

STATISTICAL INFORMATION REPORTED FOR EACH STATE] 

There are a number of important limitations to these data that states are 
asked to keep in mind as they review and use this information: 

t State and Local Expenditures - 1980-81 - Table III 

Information about state and local governmental spending on higher 
education is reported in Tables III and IV. The data source for these 
two tables differ, however: Census of Governments was used, in Table III, 
and the National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) HEGIS series was 
used in Table IV. Because the numbers from these two sources are not 
comparable, the two sets of figures should not be compared. The finance 
information in Table III (Census) includes both operating and capital 
expenditures, whereas the financial data in Table IV (HEGIS) contains 
only operating expenditures. 

• General Institutional Appropriations - 1980-81 - Table IV 

This figure includes dollars from state and local sources for educational 
and general appropriations. These figures exclude state and local 
contracts and grants. Tuition and fees collected by the institution and 
returned to the institution in the form of appropriations (that is, 
reappropriated tuition and fees) should have been subtracted as they are 
already reported under tuition and fees. 

While the state and local support of higher education in Table IV is 
shown on a per student basis for comparison purposes, it should be noted 
that these support dollars do support non-student related expenditures 
such as research, agricultural experiment stations, and hospitals, among 
others. 

Student Enrollments - 1980-81 - Table IV 

The HEGIS fall enrollment survey does not establish a standard definition 
for "full-time equivalent student. 11 To the extent that institutions use 
different formulas/ their FTE enrollment data lack comparability. And 
since FTE enrollment is used as a denominator for so many indexes in this 
study, lack of comparability is a serious problem. However, it is 
believed that most institutions use similar bases for determining FTE 
enrollment, thereby reducing the likely seriousness of these 
inconsistencies. 5 

Further problems are caused by the fact that not all institutions count 
enrollments on the same calendar date. Also the enrollment count is for 
the fall term and not the entire year. In contrast, finance data covers 
the entire fiscal year. Institutions with low attrition and/or large 
numbers of summer students will therefore have per student amounts that 
are # overstated relative to other institutions with opposite situations. 
Finally, the financial data reflect non-credit instructional and other 
expenditures, however match irw^non-cred it enrol Intents are not reported. 
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Student Financial Aid - 1980-81 - Table IV 

The state student financial aid reported in Table IV was based pn>data 
collected by the National Association of State Scholarship and Grant 
Programs (NASSGP). These numbers do not include non-need based financial 
aid, student tuition and fee waivers, state funded work-study or aid to 
graduate students. Therefore, total state student financial aid is 
likely to be underreported in this table. 

Institutional Revenues - 1980-81 - Table V 

Educational and general revenues are defined to include tuition and fees; 
governmental appropriations: government grants and contracts; private 
gifts, grants and contacts; endowment income; sales and service ot 
educational activities; and other sources. It excludes revenues from 
sales and services of auxiliary enterprises, sales and services ot 
hospitals, and independent operations. 

Institutional Expenditures - 1980-81 - Table VI 

Educational and general expenditures include current fund expenditures 
for instruction, research, public service, academic support, student 
services, institutional support, operation and maintenance of plant, 
scholarships and fellowships, and educational and general mandatory 
transfers. Educational and general expenditures excludes expenditures 
for auxiliary enterprises, sales and services of hospitals, and 
independent operations. 

Faculty Characteristics -1980-81 - Table VII 

The data reported are for full-time instructional faculty only. * 
Part-time faculty are not included. Staff benefits are also excluded. 

I nc 1 us i on of g fosti tut i ons 

The extent to which the HEGI5 surveys include public vocational- 
technical institutions that are postsecondary in nature varies among the 
states? For those states where they are omitted, both enrollments and 
state appropriations are likelyMo be underreported. In addition, in 
some states these institutions are included but only a part of their 
enrollments and finances are reported. 

T reatment of Central Administrative Costs 

Revenues and expenditures for administration at campus system offices are 
included in the finances for the parent institution. In states where a 
similar function is provided by a state postsecondary commission, similar 
administrative costs are not included. As a result, revenues and 
expenditures for these latter systems are somewhat understated. 
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• Use of "Campus" Versus "System" as the Reporting Unit 

In this^sdtudy, some campuses are classified separately rather than as 
part of the parent institution. If tfce HEGIS files showed separate data 
for a campus, then it was treated as a unique institution and classified 
on the basis of the degrees data it reported. If the campus was not 
separately identified (on the computer tape), then its data were reported 
as part of the parent institution and cannot be separately identifed. 
Because different campuses of a system may specialize their degree 
« offerings, they often are classified in a different category than the 
parent institution. 

A special variation of this problem occurs for health professional 
programs. In 18 states, there are distinct financial and enrollment data 
associated with a comprehensive health institution. In 22 states, the 
health professional programs are part of an overall institution and 
health finances and enrollments are not separable. Because health 
programs are very costly, their inclusion in a system may cause some 
distortion in per student revenues and expenditures. In the state 
reports, asterisks are used to identify those institutional categories 
that contain a health professional program. 

• Varying Organizational Arrangements 

Treatment of medical schools, central administration, the operation of 
extension and research institutes are all examples, of activities that 
often vary in terms of their relationship to a main campus or system of 
campuses. To the extent that practices vary among different 
institutions, data comparability problems will exist. 

• Finances for Hospitals, Auxiliary Enterprises, and Independent Operations 

Revenues and expenditures from sales and service operations of hospitals, 
auxiliary enterprises, and independent operations have been excluded from 
this study. It is not possible at this time to isolate the extent that 
state and local appropriations are used, if at all, to support these 
functions. For the institutions where appropriations are used for these 
purposes, E&G finances per student will be understated in this report. 

• Debt Service 

In some states, the capital costs of physical facilities are financed 
through a separate state agency. In other states debt service is paid 
for with current funds. For these latter institutions, the finances will 
be overstated* for comparison purposes. 

t Chargebacks 

For some large university systems, a single campus may provide services 
to other campuses. If some form of chargeback system is not used, then 
the finances for the campus providing the service? will be overstated. - 
Finances for the campuses receiving services will be understated. 
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• Geographical Price Adjustments 

No attempt has been made in this study to adjust dollar values for 
differences among states in the prices paid for equivalent goods and 
services for higher education. Geographical price differences do exist 
and they are substantial, ranging from perhaps as high as 30 to 40 
percent above the national average in Alaska to 15 to 20 percent below 
the average in certain non-metropolitan are^T^f the country. To 
establish common purchasing power for interstate comparisons, such price 
differences should be taken into account.V However, measures of this type 
for any public service are" not currently available. 

• Employee Benefits 

. State payments for employee benefits do not always flow through 

institutional accounts. In some states they are made directly by the 
state to a separate agency handling such funds. While their. value should 
be imputed and reported, it is unclear whether all institutions follow 
this convention. 

• Variances in Public Service 

Institutions vary in the typfes of public service activities they engage 
in. To many states, a variety of state agencies that are not 
postsecondary in nature may be providing these activities, such as public 
hygiene, indigent patient care,- hygiene research, etc. Clarification 
about the specific categories of, public serve activites conducted would 
aid comparability among the states.

While the types of cautionary comments included above are significant, the 
data are being published in this Handbook in the belief that they still 
represent the best information that is currently available on a national 
basis.

Program rovicw involves new program approval 
authority for all fifty-sovon public postsocondary 
institutions.* Tho commission has advisory author- 
ity relative to the review of existing program^.

The commission is involved in the development of a 
revised strategic planning process that will 
supplant previous of forts at long-range master 
planning. This strategic planning process will 
involve the development of a coordinated statewide 
mission statement for all postsocondary institu- 
tions and the refinement of the existing process 
whereby programs are reviewed and approved. Part 
of this refinement will include an annual survey 
of all existing institutional programs as measured 
against their program proposals for tho upcoming 
year and for the next fivo years. An additional 
refinement will tic the formal commission approval 
of new programs to an institution's academic plan 
as woll as to its annual budget rcquost.

Additionally, 
legislation was passed in May 1900 authorising the 
cstt^l I shment of a guaranteed student loan program 
to bo administered by tho commission.

Part I : State Structure 

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

"The Commission on Postsecondary Education was 
established by statute j.n 1974 as the coordinat- 
ing agency for all postsecondary institutions 
ajgl programs. There are 13 members Of the 
commission: 2 members from the legislature, 2 
members from the regents of the University of 
Alaska, 1 member from the governing body of a 
private institution, 1 member representing the 
State Board of Education, 1 member from the 
State Advisory Council on Vocational Education, 
1 member representing the State Advisory Council 
on Community Colleges and 5 members broadly and 
equitably representative of the general public. 
The 5-general public members are appointed/ by 
the governor with approval of the legislature 
and the other 8 members are designated by their 
respective agencies.* 

The commission's responsibilities include: (1) 
authority to coordinate the development of 
comprehensive plans for the orderly systematic 
growth of public and private postsecondary 
education, including community colleges and 
occupational education, and to submit recommen- 
dations on the need for and location of new 
facilities and programs; (2) advisory services 
to the governor, the legislature, other state 
and federal officials and to the governing 
boards of public and private institutions of 
higher education; (3.) authority to review and 
comment on the annual budgets/ and capital 
outlay requests of the public university and 
the private colleges; (4) to function as state 
agency for appropriate sections and titles of 
the Higher Education Act of 1965; and (5) to 
serve as adjudicator when necessary in consor- 
tium agreements. The commission is not a 
cabinet department and its executive officer 
is appointed by and serves at the pleasure of 
the commission. 



Institutional Governing Boards 

The University of Alaska, established in 1917, is 
* the single public institution of higher educa- 
tion in the state. The Board of Regents, con- 
stitutionally founded, consists of. 11 members 
appointed by tne governor and approved by the 
legislature, 10 of which serve eight-year terms 
and 1, a student, serves for two years. The 
board has statutory authority for all segments of 
the university system including 3 main campus 
locations, 11 community colleges and outreach 
programs . 



State Student Assistance and Loan Agencies 

The Alaska student loan program, the WfCHE 
student exchange and graduate fellows programs 
and the State Education Incentive Grant program 
are administered by the Commission on Post- 
secondary Education. 

State Board of Vocational Education 

The State Board of Education is the State 
Board of Vocational Education. The Commission 
on Postsecondary Education has statutory 
authority for planning of postsecondary voca- 
tional education. The state's community 
colleges offering vocational education pro- 
grams are under the authority of the Board 
of Regents. 



State-Level Organization of Private Colleges 
and Universities 

Alaska has three private postsecondary institu- 
tions and there is no state organization of 
private institutions. 



Li censure/ A pprova 1 Agen ci es 

The Commission on Postsecondary Education has 
licensure and approval authority for all insti- 
tutions of postsecondary education and for 
approval of all programs and institutions 
enrolling students receiving veterans benefits. 



Statutory Advisory Committee and/or Task Forces 

Although there are no advisory committees to 
the state- level agency established by statute, 
the Commission on Postsecondary Education has 
statutory authority to establish any such 
committees to advise and assist the commission 
in carrying out its assigned functions. The 
standing committees of the commission presently 
include the executive committee, the community 
college advisory committee, and committees on 
student financial aid, institutional authoriza- 
tion and vocational education. 



Master Planning 

The Commission on Postsecondary Education is 
statutorily required to develop a comprehensive 
statewide plan for coordinated postsecondary 
education in Alaska.

Part I: State Structure 

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

There are 2 statewide boards in Arizona for 
public- supported institutions -- 1 for the uni- 
versities and 1 for community colleges. The 
Arizona Board of Regents was created to govern 
the universities in 1945. The board is 
composed of 11 members, 8 appointed by the 
governor with the consent of the state sonato, 
who serve for 8 years; and a nonvoting studont 
member who serves a one-year term. The governor 
and state superintendent of ^public instruction 
serves as ox officio members'. The regents have 
* jurisdiction, control and broad general admin- 
istrative powers as provided by the state con- 
stitution and statutes. Its responsibilities' 
include coordination, planning, budget review and 
approval and program approval as well as othor 
functions. Although the 'board is not a formal 
cabinet department, a closer coordinating rela- 
tionship between the governor's office and the 
ma jor 'state government department heads is 
maintained through frequent planning sessions. 
Tho executive director of the Board of Rogents 
represents tjie universities at these meetings. 

The State Board of Directors for Community 
Colleges is the statutory statewide coordinat- 
ing board for the 9 'publ ie- supported community 
college districts. The board is composed of 
17 members, 14 appointed by tho govornor and 3 
cx officio members. Tho board has statutory 
authority tor planning, coordination, budget 
review and recommendations and program approval 
for the community colioges. The 27 community 
college campuses operote under 9 community 
college district governing boards.

The Arkansas Department of Higher Education, 
established in 1971, functions' as a statutory 
cabinet department of state government charged 
with the coordination of postsccondary educa- 
tion in Arkansas. The department replaced the 
Commission on Coordination of Higher Educational 
finance which was established in 1962. The State 
Board of Higher Education, the coordinating board 
for the departments is composed of ten lay 
members appointed by the governor and confirmed 
by the senate. Each member serves a ton- year 
term of office.

Part Is State Structure * 

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

.On April 1, 1974, the California Post secondary 
Commission assumed the budget and staff of the 
Coordinating Council for Higher Education, but 
the commission's duties and powers were greater 
than those assigned to its predecessor. The 
commission is not a regulatory 'agency or governing 
board. Bather, it serves as advisor to the 
.legislature, governor and postsecondary institu- 
tions concerning major educational policies. It 
is required to establish a statewide data base 
with extensive information from a\Ll institutions, 
public and private. The commission has statutory 
authority to review institutional budgets, to 
advise on the need for and location of new 
campuses, and to review all proposals for new 
programs in the public segments. The commission/ s 
primary purpose is to prevent unnecessary dupli- 
cation and to coordinate efforts among the educa- 
tional segments. The commission's efforts are 
directed by its five-year plan which sets out 
educational goals and statewide issues, partic- 
ularly those that concern large numbers of 
colleges, universities and proprietary schools. 

The commission is composed of 15 members: 9 
members are appointed from the general public: 
3 by the governor, 3 by the Senate Rules 
Committee, and 3 by the Assembly's speaker. 
The remaining 6 members represent various sectors 
of education: 1 member from the Board of Regents 
of the University of California, 1 member from the 
Board of Trustees of the California State Uni- 
versity, 1 member from the Board of Governors of 
the California Community College, 1 member from the 
State Board of Education, 1 member from the Council 
for Private Postsecondary Education, and 1 member 
appointed by the Governor to represent Independent 
California Colleges and Universities. California 
does not have a state office of secretary of 
education and the commission is not a cabinet 
department. The executive officer is appointed by 
the commission and serves at its pleasure. o 



Institutional Governing Boards 

Institutional governing boards in the state 
include: (1) The Board of Regents of the 
University of California, exercising constitu- 
tional powers over 9 public senior colleges, 
3 research laboratories and numerous agricul- 
tural extension stations; (2) the Board of 
Trustees of the California State University 
and Colleges, exercising statutory authority 
over 19 public senior colleges and the 
consortium; and (3) 70 local community college 
district Boards of Trustees responsible for 
governing the 107 public two-year colleges. 
General direction and leadership is provided 
at the state level by the Board of Governors 
of the California Community Colleges. 



Master Planning 

The 1973 California legislature charged the 
Postsecondary Education Commission with a**" 
I number of significant responsibilities rela- 
ing to planning and coordination of all segments 



of postsecondary education. By statute, the 
commission is charged with fntegrating the 
individual segmental plans into a statewide 
five-year plan for postsecondary education. 
The plan is updated annually.

The California Postsecondary Education Com- 
mission has been designated by statute as the 
1202 commission for California. 



State Student Assistance and Loan Agencies 

The California Student Aid Commission admin- 
isters student scholarship and grant programs. 
The commission has established a state 
student loan guarantee agency for the federal 
guaranteed student loan program pursuant to 
the Education Amendments of 1976. California 
participates in the^ederal state student 
incentive grant program.

State Board of Vocational Education 

In California, the State Board of Education has 
been designated bjfc the Federal Government as 
the State Board of Vocational Education. Most 
responsibilities, however, are executed by a 
Joint Committee on Vocational Education which 
has equal representation from both the Board 
bf Education and from the Board of Governors 
of the California Community Colleges.

State-Level Organization of Private Colleges and 
Uni versi ties 

The Association of Independent California Colleges 
and Universities (AICCU) represents 61 of the more 
than 300 independent colleges and universities in 
the state. All member institutions of the AICCU 
are regionally accredited and account for eighty 
percent of their enrollment in accredited inde- 
pendent California institutions.

The State Department of Education's Office of

The 
members include the Ghief executive officers, 
or designees of the University of California, 
the California State University and Colleges, 
the California Community Colleges; the super- 
intendent of public instruction or his designee, 
and an executive officer from the independent 
colleges and universities, and the Council for 
Private, Postsecondary Educational Institutions.

Tho Commission on Higher Education is the statu- 
tory agency for planning and coordination of 
higher education in Colorado. The commission 
was established in 1965 and its responsibil- 
ities were amended in 1970. Tho commission 
consists of 9 public members appointed by trfo 
governor with tho consent of tho oenoto, each 
with four-year terms. Among its responsibili- 
ties are to (1) review individual institutional 
budgets for consistency with stato plans and 
institutional roles, and present its comments 
and recommendations thereon to tho govomor 
and legislature; (2) review and approvo new 
program proposals, review and recommend to 
governing boards and legislature as to costs 
of existing and proposed nondogreo programs, 
recommend to governing boards programs to bo 
eliminated or consolidated and dovolop a 
unified , program of extension offerings; (3) 
recommend to the governor and legislature 
sitos for and establishment of new public 
institutions; (4) proscribe uniform standards 
for development of capital construction pro- 
grams, roview and approvo program plans for 
capital construction projects and rocommond 
capital construction priorities to the legis- 
lature, stato budgot office and govomor; 
C3) recommend to governing boards roles and 
functions of public institutions; (6) mako 
statistical and other highor education 
studios; and (7) seok* cooporotion and advico 
of public and private institutions in-tho > 
stato.

Tho regents of tho Univorsity of 
Colorado (the only publicly olectod govorning 
board) aro rosponsiblo for tho operations of 
tho univorsity on its four campusos in Douldor, 
Colorado Springs, Denvor (Auraria) and at tho 
Health Scioncos Center in Donvor. Tho Stato 
Doard of Agriculturo sorvos as tho govorning 
board for the stato 's land-grant institution- 
Colorado Stato Univorsity-- located in fort 
Collins, for tho Univorsity of Southorn Colo- 
rado in Pueblo an^Jfcr Fort Lewis Col logo in 
Durango.

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

Legislation was enacted in 1982 replacing the Board 
of Higher Education with a Board of Governors for 
Higher Education, staffed by a Department of Higher 
Education, effective March 1, 1983. The Board of 
Governors consists of 11 lay members, seven of whom 
are appointed by the governor and four by the 
political party opposite that of the governor. 
The initial chairman is appointed by the governor 
for a two-year term. Thereafter, the^board elects 
its own chairman. Board members serve staggered 
four-year terms. As the statewide coordinating 
agency for the public higher education system, 
the Board of Governors has strengthened authority 
in the areas of planning, budget development and 
policy-making. |Iew powers include developing new 
formula budgeting and management information 
systems; merging or closing institutions; providing 
for the initiation, consolidation or termination 
of programs; and evaluating institutional effec- 
tiveness. The board also is responsible for 
preparing annual consolidated operating and 
capital budgets and for maintaining academic 
quality through licensure and accreditation of 
programs and institutions, both public and inde- 
pendent. The commissioner of higher education, 
who is appointed by the board, is thief executive 
afficer and serves at the board's pleasure. 



Institutional Governing Boards 

There are 5 statutory governing boards in'Connec- 
ticut: (1) the Board of Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Connecticut, responsible for the state 1 s 
land- grant university, medic a*l center and 5 
branch campuses; (2) the Board of Trustees for 
Connecticut State University responsible for 4 
four-year state universities; (3) the Board of 
Trustees of the Regional Community Colleges 
responsible for 12 two-year colleges; (4) the 
Board of Trustees of State Technical Colleges- 
responsible for 5 two-year technical institutions; 
and (5) the Board for State Academic Awards, a 
nonteaching institution, which is empowered to 
certify credits and grant degrees as Charter Oak 
College. 



Master Planning 

The Board of Governors is charged to develop a 
master plan; prepare and update annually five- 
year operating and facility and capital plaijs; 
and implement a special planning process to help 
resolve serious organizational and operating 
weaknesses at public institutions. The board 
also is required to develop a comprehensive 
planning, budgeting and management information 
system for public higher education by fiscal 
1986. 



1202 Commission 

The Board of Governors for Higher Education has 
been designated by statute as the state's 1202 
agency. 



S ta te ^ t udent Assistance and Loan Agencies 



The Board of Governors, staffed by the Depart- 
ment of Higher Education, serves as the state 
financial assistance agency. The board admin- 
isters six state-funded student aid programs ( 
and participates in the federal state student 
incentive grant program. A separate agency, the 
Connecticut Student Loan Foundation, is the 
state guarantee agency for the Guaranteed 
Student Loan Program. 



State Board of Vocational Education 

The State Board of Education serves as the 
State Board of Vocational Education. The 
chief executive officer of the Board of 
Higher Education serves as, an ex officii 
The board also has responsibility for special 
education, vocational and adult education. 
Some of these interests fall within the 
coordination and planning jurisdiction of 
the Board of Higher Education and there is 
some sharing of responsibility for less-than- 
baccalaureate programs. Higher education is 
represented on the state Sec. 108 Advisory 
Committee. 



State- Level Organization of Private Colleges 
and Universities 

The Connecticut Conference of Independent 
Colleges serves as the state-level organiza- 
tion for 15 independent colleges and univer- 
sities within the state. 



Licensure/ Approval Agencies 

The Board of Governors for Higher Education has 
licensing and program approval authority for 
public and independent degree-granting institu- 
tions of higher education as well as for private 
postsecondary proprietary vocational or technical 
schools which qualify for degree-granting status. 



Statutory Advisory Committees and/or Task Forces 

A mandated 22-member Advisory Committee repre- 
senting trustees, administrators, faculty and . 
students from both public and independent in- 
stitutions of higher education assists the Board 
of Governors ^n performing its statutory functions. 
This committee meets at least twice annually with 
the board to discuss a mutually agreed upon agenda. 
Six individuals elected from its membership are 
able to participate in all board meetings but do 
not have the right to vote. The Board of Governors 
has statutory authority to establish advisory 
committees related to other responsibilities.

Part h State Structure 

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

The chief policy-making and governing body for 
public education in Florida is the State Board of 
Education. The board is composed of 7 persons 
each of whom serves in an ex officio capacity by 
virtue of the elected office he or she holds — 
the-»governor> secretary of state, state treasurer, 
attorney general, commissioner of agriculture, 
state comptroller and commissioner of education — 
and has constitutionally defined legal status. 
The board serves as a single governing board for 
all public education in the state and was es- 
tablished in 1885, wfth amendments to its struc- 
ture and responsibilities in 1968. The State 
Board of Education has statutory responsibility 
for reviewing individual institutional budgets, 
general budgetary review and making consoli- 
dated budget recommendations for all public 
senior and Junior institutions. 



Institutional Governing Boards 

Under the jurisdiction of the State Board of 
Education are the Board of Regents of the State 
University System, the Division of Community 
Colleges and the Community College Coordinating 
Board. The Board of Regents of the State 
University System was established in 1965, and 
governs the 9 public senior institutions under 
statutory authority.. The Board of Regents 
consists of the Commissioner of Education and 
12 other members including a full-time student. 
Members of the board are appointed by the 
governor with the approval of 3 cabinet 
members and consent of the senate. The board 
has statutory responsibility for planning, 
institutional budget review and consolidated 
budget recommendations and program approval for 
all public senior institutions. The executive 
officer of the board is appointed by the 
board and serves at the board 1 s pleasure. The 
Division of Community Colleges has statutory 
responsibility for planning, institutional 
budget review and consolidated budget recom- 
mendations and program approval for all 28 
public^community colleges in the state. The 
Comiaunity College Coordinating Board, created 
in 1979, is responsible for establishing and 
developing rules and policies which wi-ll ensure 
the operation and maintenance of a State Com- 
munity College System in a coordinated, efficient 
and effective manner. The board is comprised of 
11 members, inc luding' the president of the 
Florida Junior College Student Government Asso- 
ciation, appointed by the governor, approved by 
four members of the State Board of Education and 
confirmed by the Senate.

'The state student assistance agency administers 
state programs under the State Department of 
Education. Florida participates in^ the federal 
state student incentive grant program and 
guaranteed federally insured loan programs. 



State Board of Vocational Education 

The State Board.of Education is the State 
Board for Vocational Education. 

State-Level Organization of Private Colleges 
and Universities 

The Independent Colleges and Universities of 
Florida, Inc., serves as the state organiza- 
tion for 18 independent accredited colleges 
and universities within the state. 



Li censure/ Approval Agencies 

The Board of Independent Colleges and Univer- 
sities within the State Department of Educa- 
tion has approval and licensing authority 
for private degree-granting institutions. 
The Board of Postsecondary Vocational, Technical 
and Trade Schools has approval authority for 
all vocational-technical schools and pro- 
prietary schools within the state. 

Voluntary or Statutory Committees for Articu- 
lation, Communication, etc., Between Elementary" 
Secondary and Postsecondary Education 

The Commissioner's Committee on Time-Shortened 
Education has responsibility for coordination, 
communication and articulation regarding time- 
shortened programs.

Statutory Advisory Committees and/or Task Forces 

The Postsecondary Education Planning Commission, 
initially created by executive order in 1980 
and subsequently given statutory authority, is 
designated" as the 1202 Commission and 'serves as 
an advisory body to the State Board of Education 
on all postsecondary education matters. The 
commission is composed of 11 members of the 
general public and 1 full-time student regis- 
tered at a postsecondary education institution 
in Florida. Members are appointed by the governor 
with the approval of three members of the cabinet 
and subject to confirmation by the senate.

Part k State Structure 

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

The State Board 6f Education/Board of Regents of 
the University of Idaho serves as a single con- 
stitutional board for all public education, in- 
cluding elementary, secondary and postsecondary 
levels. First established in 1890, the board 
became on July 1, 1974, 1 of 19 executive branch 
departments established through governmental re- 
organization. The board consists of 8 members, 7 
appointed by the governor to five-year terms and ■ 
the superintendent of public instruction, elected 
to a four- year term. All appointed members are 
representative of the general public. The board 
has the ^immediate governance of the State Depart- 
ment of Education, the 4 state senior institu- 
tions of higher education, the State School for 
the Deaf and the Blind, ^vocational education, 
the Eastern Idaho Vocational-Technical School, 
vocational rehabilitation, the office of the 
State Board of Education and the statewide 
Educational/Public Broadcasting System. It also 
has responsibility for the state library and the 
State Historical Society; and general supervision 
of the public school system and the state's 2 
junior colleges. The board has responsibility in 
all areas of planning and coordination for all 
senior, junior and vocational-technical public 
institutions, and conducts planning and coordin- 
ation as a matter of policy for all private and 
proprietary institutions (as a 1202 commission). 
The board is responsible for budget review and 
recommendations for all agencies and institutions 
under its supervision, and has statutory respon- 
sibility for program approval of senior public 
institutions.

Idaho does not have a state office of secretary 
of education and the State Board of Education 
does not function as a cabinet department. 
Responsibilities of the board related to the 
> affected institutions or agencies are carried 
out through its office headed by an executive 
director, appointed by and serving at the 
pleasure of the board, who reports directly to 
the board.

State Studmnt Assistance and Loan Agencies 

The State Board of Education functions as the 
Student assistance agency and Idaho partici- 
pates in the federal state student incentive 
grant program. The governor has named a 
private agency to serve as the state guaran- 
teed loan agency under the federal insured 
loan program. 



State Board for Vocational Education 

The State Board of Education is the State 
Board for Vocational Education. 



State- Lev J Organization of private Colleges 
and Universities 

Idaho does not have a state- level organization 
for private colleges and universities. 

Licensure/ 'Approval Agencies 

The State Department of Education under the 
Board of Education functions as the licensing 
and approval agency for vocational-technical 
and proprietary schools. No approval agency 
exists for private degree-granting institu- 
tions. In 1977, the Board of Education was 
given statutory authority for maintaining a 
register of courses and programs offered in 
Idaho by non-Idaho postsecondary institutions 
and for establishing operational standards' 1 
for out-of-state institutions which desire 
to offer courses or programs in Idaho. 



Statutory Advisory Committees and/or Task Forces 

The Professional Standards Commission was 
established to adopt recognized professional 
codes and standards of ethics, conduct and 
professional practices that shall be appli- 
cable to public school teachers. The Advisory 
Council for Eastern Idaho Vocational*Technical 
School offers advice and counsel in the organ- 
ization, establishment and conduct of the school.

Part I: State Structure 

State- Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

The Board of Higher Education functions as a statu- 
tory coordinating board for all postsecondary educa- 
tion within the state. The board was established 
in 1961 and its structure and responsibilities were 
amended in 1965, 1967, 1973 and 1978. The board 
consists of 16 members: 10 public members " 
appointed by the governor with the consent of the 
senate, 5 members representing public institution 
governing and coordinating boards and a student 
member. All public members serve six-year terms 
of office. The board has statutory responsibility 
for planning and coordination' of all public uni- 
versities, ^community colleges and private institu- 
tions. In addition, the agency conducts planning 
and coordinating activities as a matter of policy 
for public vocational/technical and proprietary 
institutions. The hoard has statutory respon- 
sibility for program approval, the individual 
institutional budgot review and consolidated 
budget recommendations for all public senior 
universities and community colleges. The board 
also has statutory authority. to approve new 
higher education degree-granting institutions and 
their degree programs. Illinois does not have a 
secretary of education, and the coordinating agency 
does not serve as a cabinet department. The 
executive officer of the board is appointed by 
the board and serves at the pleasure of the 
board . 



Institutional Governing Boar do 

The Illinois Community College Board serves as 
the planning and coordinating board for 39 public 
community college districts in the state. There 
are four governing boards for public senior 
institutions in the state: (1) the Board of 
(Governors of State Colleges and Universities 
with statutory authority over five universities; 
(2) the Board of Regents of Rogoncy Universities 
with statutory authority over throe universities; 
(3 J the Board of Trustoes of Southern Illinois 
University with statutory responsibility for " 
two public senior universities; and (4) the Board 
of Trustees of the Univorsity of Illinois with 
statutory responsibility for two campuses. 



Illinois participates in federal State Student 
Incentive Grant program as well as administering 
the Illinois Guaranteed Loan Program (IGLP) 
Auxiliary Loans. to assist students and parent 
loans for undergraduate students under the , 
federal insured loan program. The ISSC also 
administers the Monetary Award Program, a gift 
assistance program funded with state General 
Revenue funds . 



State Board of Vocational Education 

The State Board of Education- functions as the 
State Board of Vocational Education. A joint 
board committee composed of staff of tho State 
Board' of Education and tho Board of Higher 
Education has been established as a moans for 
consideration of matters of common concern.

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

I&wa has no statutory state-level coordinating 
and/or governing agency. The Iowa Coordinating 
Council on*Post-High School Education, with a 
Volunteer staff, serves as a voluntary stare- ' 
wide organization for all postsecondary educa- 
tion, including all merged area schools, private 
colleges and universities, public universities 
and private specialized and proprietary institu- 
tions, the state student aid agency and public 
television. <> i 



The Iowa College Aid Commission has been 
„ designated by the Coordinating Council to 
administer the state student incentive grant 
program and the Undergraduate Academic 
Facilities Grant Program. Responsibility 
for the continuing education outreach program 
are divided between the Iowa Coordinating 
Council for Post-High School Education, the 
State Board of Regents and the College Aid 
Commission with the Coordinating Council 
responsible for overall coordination. 



Institutional Governing Board3 

The State Board of Regents, established in 1909, 
serves as the statutory governing body for all 
public senior higher education in the state. Tne 
board is composed of 9 members appointed by the 
governor with the consent of the senate, all 
representing the general public and serving six- 
yeaf terms. The board has statutory governing 
authority for 3 public senior colleges, including 
program approval, planning and coordination and 
review of institutional budgets, including recom- 
mendations for a consolidated budget. Merged 
area schools (13 public community colleges and 
1 vocational-technical schools) are under the 
jurisdiction of the State Board of Public 
Instruction, and are governed by locally elected 
boards of directors. The State Board of Public 
Instruction, which has statutory coordinating 
.authority, has a composition and appointment 
process similar to the State poard of Regents, 
as well as similar areas of jurisdiction. How- 
ever, the regents have statutory responsibility 
to approve, jointly with the State Board of 
Public Instruction, the approval standards for 
merged area schools and community colleges and 
participates jointly in annual visitations. 

Iowa does not have an office of secretary of 
education and the agency is not a cabinet 
department within the state. The executive 
officer of the Board of Regents is appointed 
by the board and serves at the pleasure of the 
board. The state superintendent of public 
instruction serVes at the pleasure of the State 
Board of Public Instruction.

Stato-Lowl Coordinating and/or Governing Xgcncxj 

The State Board of Regents, established in 1925, 
functions as the constitutional governing agency 
for 6 public universities in the state, and the 
state- supported two-year technical institute in 
Kansas. The structure and responsibilities of 
the agency wore amended in 1966, and 1975. 

The 9 mombers of the board are appointed by the 
governor wi th the consent of the senate, represent 
tBo general public and servo four-year terms of 
office Community colleges are under individual 
governing boards that are supervised by the State 
Board of Education. 'Designated postsocondary 
area vocational schools which are not community 
colleges relato to the State, Board of Education. 
There is one municipal university with its own 
governing board. 

The Board of Rogonts has statutory responsi- 
bility for planning and coordination, institu- 
tional budget review including consolidated 
budgot recommendations and program approval 
for all state sonior institutions. The agency 
does not serve as a cabinet department and the 
office of secretary of education does not exist 
at the state levol. The executive director 
of the Board of flogonts is appointed by the 
board and servos at the board's pleasure.

Master planning for the universities governed 
by the regents is accomplished through a small 
professional staff in the Board of Regents 
office working with committees of representa- 
tives from each of tho 7 institutions. This 
approach to systemwido planning was formalized 
in 1969 when, with the approval of tho regents, 
the presidents of tho 6 univorsitios established 
the Council of Chief Academic Gfficors and 
charged this group with tho review of programs 
at the institutions and the development of a 
more efficient and ^ffectivo rogonts' system 
in Kansas .

Stato-Lovol Coordinating and/or Governing Agoncij 

Tho Doard of Truotoos of tho University of Maine, 
established in 1968, is the principal statutory 
governing agency for public post secondary educa- 
tion in the state.

Part I: State Structure 

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing: Agency 

Legislation was passed in 1976 and signed into 
law that replaced the Council for Higher Educa- 
tion with the State Board -for Higher Education. 
The board consists of 11 lay members, all 
appointed by the governor with the advice and 
consent of the senate for five-year terms. 
Board members are eligible for reappointment, but 
no member may £erve more than two full five-year 
terms. The State Board for Higher Education has 
the following major statutory responsibilities: 
(1) prepare and annually review a statewide plan 
for postsecondary education; (2) review operat- 
ing and capital budgets and capital projects of 
public institutions and to make recommendations 
consistent with the statewide plan; (3) pre- 
scribe minimum degree requirements for public 
and private institutions; (4) review and approve 
new academic programs ; % (5) administer state 
funds received by private institutions accord- 
ing to the aid to nonpublic institutions of 
higher education law; and (6) coordinate 
educational policies with the State Board of 
Education, the State Public School Agency, 
through the Educational Coordinating Committee. 
•The Commissioner of Higher Education is the 
boards chief executive officer and a member 
of the governor's cabinet. The commissioner 
is appointed by the board for a four-year 
term and is eligible for unlimited reappointment.

The state system of public higher education 
consists of 3 major segments. The Board of 
Regents of the University of Maryland governs 
the university's campuse£. The Board of Trustees 
of the State Universities and Colleges governs 
2 universities and 4 public senior colleges.

Statutory Advisory Committees and/ or Task Forces 

A 9-member segmental advisory committee to the 
State Board for Higher Education is appointed 
by the governor from nominations submitted by 
the governing boards of public and private 
higher education institutions and segments and 
postsecondary vocational-technical institutions. 
Committee members serve for a term of two years 
and are eligible for reappointment, but no 
member may serve for more than four full two- 
year terms. There is also a student advisory 
assembly, consisting of the presidents of 
each of the campuses student government 
associations, and a faculty advisory committee, 
with 11 members, to the board. In addition, 
the Maryland Fire-Rescue Education and Training 
Commission consists of 11 members appointed by 
the governor with the advice and consent of 
the senate for four-year terms. The commission 
meets every two months and develops minimum 
uniform standards for the education and training 
of emergency services instructors, users and 
schools. The commission is required to prepare 
an annual report on its activities, and its 
powers and responsibilities are subject to 
the authority of the Commissioner of Higher 
Education.

Tho Coord of Regents of Higher Education is the 
statutory governing body for all public higher 
education in, Massachusetts . Established in 1980 
as a rosult of a comprehensive, legislative 
reorganization of higher education governance, 
tho Board of Regents succeeds the Executivo Offico 
of Educational Affairs, tho Massachusetts Board 
of Highor Education, the Massachusetts State Col lego 
Board of Trustees, and the Massachusetts Board of 
Rogional Community Colleges; all of which were 
eliminated as of March 1, 1981. There are IS 
board members appointed by the governor to five- 
yoar torms of office (initial appointments have 
staggored terms to onsure a three- member rollover 
each yoar). The executive officer of the Board 
of Regents is appointed by and serves at the 
pleasure of the board. The chancellor is the 
sonior executive officor and is responsible for 
tho administration of Board of Regents policy and 
the ovorall operation of the 27-institution 
system. 

The board has statutory and contractual authority 
for tho governance of the systom, including 
acadomic affairs, student services, fiscal 
control, labor relations, and planning and research. 
In additibn to its responsibilities in the public 
sector, the Board of Regents is charged with 
coordination of public and independent higher 
oducation endeavors, as woll as approval and 
review of new and expanded degree offerings for 
121 public and independent postsecondary insti- 
tutions throughout the state.

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

The Higher Education foorq'inating.. Board serves 
as the statutory coordinating agency for post- 
secondary education in Minnesota. The agency 
was established in 1965 and has been amended 
eight times since its inception, most recent ly„ 
in 1977. " The board consists of 11 members 
appointed by the governor vfith the consent of 
the senate, all representing the general public 
and serving four- year terms, of office.

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

The Coordinating Board for Higher Education, 
staffed by the Department of Higher Education, 
was established in 1974 and functions as the 
constitutional coordinating agency for post** 
secondary education in tly state. The board 
has 9 members appointed by the governor with 
the consent of the senate. All 9 members 
represent the general public and serve six-year 
terms of office. The board fyas statutory re- 
sponsibility for planning and coordination for 
public senior, junior, vocational-technical 
and private institutions; institutional budget 
review and making budget recommendations; and

Tho Board of Regents of Higher Education, estab- 
lished and amended with regard to structuro and * 
function in 1973, functions as a constitutional 
governing agency for tho Montana Univorsity 
System and has supervisory and coordinating 
authority over the state's community colleges. 
The Board of Regents and the Board of Public 
Education together compose tho State Board of 
Education, a single board for all 'public edu- 
cation in the state. The Board of Regents 
consists of 10 members, 7 appointed by tho 
governor with tho consent of tho senate and 3 
members who serve in an ox officio capacity. 
Of those appointed, there are (T representing 
the general public ana* 1 student. The ox 
officio, members include the commissioner of 
higher education, tho state superintendent 
Of public instruction and the governor. With 
the exception of tho student, all appointed 
members serve sevon-yoar terms of office. Tho 
Board of Regents has constitutional authority 
for planning and coordination, institutional 
budget review and making consolidated budget 
recommendations and program review and approval 
for public senior institutions, and statutory 
authority for the same functions with respect 
to community colleges. The state does not 
have an office of secretary of education and 
tho agency does not function as a cabinet 
department. The executive officer of the 
Board of Regents and tho Univorsity System, the 
commissioner of higher education, is appointed 
by the board and serves at its pleasure.

Part I: State Structure 

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Board 

The Post secondary Education Commission, estab- 
lished in 1973, functions as the statutory coor- 
dinating agency for postsecondary education in 
the state. The commission is composed of 21 
members, 7 appointed by the governor, 10 ap- 
pointed by others and 4 in an ex officio capa- 
city. Of the members, 5 each represent the 
•general public, public institutions and private 
institutions, 3 members represent vocational- 
technical institutions and there are 3 
student's on the commission. The commission has 
statutory responsibility for planning and 
coordination for public senior and. junior , 
institutions, vocational-technical institu- < 
tions and proprietary institutions. No post- 
secondary institution in the state may award 
a degree without approval by the commission. 
Now Hampshire does not have, an office of 
secretary of education and the Postsecondary 
Education Commission does not servo as a 
cabinet department. The executive officer 
of the commission is appointed by the commission. 



Institutional Governing Boards 

Now Hampshire has 2 institutional governing 
boards: (1) the Board of Trustees of the 
University of New Hampshire system with 
statutory authority for 3 public senior 
colleges, and (2) the State Board of Educa- 
tion with statutory authority for 7 voca- 
tional institutions.

The State Board of Education is the State 
Board of Vocational Education.

New Hampshire does not have a state- level 
organization for private colleges and univer- 
sities . 



Licensure/ Approval Agencies 

The Postsecondary Education Commission has 
approval and licensing authority for private 
degree-granting institutions. The State 
Department of Education has approval 
authority for technical-vocational school's 
and proprietary schools. 

Koiatod nongovernmental Organizations With 
Staffs and Program — Representing Doth 
Public and Private institutions 

The New Hampshire College and University 
Council consists of all four-year public 
and all but one four-year private degroe- 
granting institutions in the state. Through 
the council, intorinstitutional cooperation 
is made possible. 



Master Planning 

A master plan for postsecondary education in 
New Hampshire was issued in 1973. A new master 
plan on an oir-^oing basis was formulated in 1977 
and certain sections of it aro^updated perio- 
dically.

Part'Is State Structure 

State-Lovol Coordinating end/or Governing Agency 

Tho Board of Highor Education, established in 
1966, is tho statutory coordinating agency for 
postsccondary oducation in tho state The board 
consists of 18 mombors: 9 public mombors who 
aro citizens appointod by tho governor with the 
consont of tho sonate, 7 representing the soc- 
tors of tho highor oducation institutions and 
2 mombors who sorvo in an ox officio capacity. 
All public board mombors sorve six-yoar torms 
of office. Tho board has statutory respon- 
sibility for coordination and planning for 
public two- and four-yoar institutions and 
independent institutions. In addition, tho 
board has statutory responsibility for public 
institutional budget review, consolidated 
budgot recommendations, program approval for 
pubiic and certain independent institutions , aid 
to independent colleges and studont financial 
aid. Tho chancollor of highor oducation is 
tho head of the cabinet- level Department of 
Highor Education and is appointod V tho Board 
of Highor Education with tho approval of tfto * 
govornor for a fivc-yoar term". 



Institutional Governing Boards 

Thoro are 31 govomrng boards, for public in- 
stitutions, in tho state of New Jorsoy. Tho 
Doard of Governors of Rutgers Univorsity has 
statutory authority for that institution which 
is the public univorsity. Tho Doard of Trus- 
tees of tho Univorsity of Medicine and Dentistry 
of New Jersey has statutory authority for tho 
3 medical schools, tho dental school, tho gra- 
duate school of bio medical sciences and tho 
school of hoalth-rolatod professions, 'the 
Doard of Trustees of Now Jorsoy Instituto of 
Technology has statutory authority over that 
single institution. In addition, thoro aro 19 
individual county col logo boards, 17 govorning 
a singlo public two-yoar college each and two 
governing nowly-crcatod county community 
col logo commissions and !) stato college boards, 
oach governing a singlo public senior collogo. 



Tho Doard of Highor Education is responsible 
for overall planning for tho entiro highor 
oducation system of tho stato. A new statewide 
plan, coirplotod in lato 1980 and adopto* by tho 
board in April 1981, providod a framework for 
both stato and institutional planning. Hie 
individual institutions havo submittod their 
own mastor plans, the objectivo of which is tho 
achiovoment of congmoncy amo'ng tho broad stato 
and individual institutional perspectives. Tho 
department, also in consultation with tho in- 
stitutions, has been developing stratogios for 
the implementation of soloctod goals of tho 
plan. In addition, othor planning activities, 
not specifically included in tho newly adoptod 
plan, aro carried out on a continuing basis 
under tho auopicos of tho Doard of Highor 
education in such aroas as hoalth manpowor, tho 



Educational Opportunity Fund, onginooring and 
related technologies, capital construction and 
fine arts. Othor postsocondary planning is in 
cooperation with tho Stato Department of Educa- 
tion through tho statutory Education Coordinating 
Council composed of tho chairman/president of 
tho 2 stato boards, 1 citizon member from oach, 
the chancollor of higher education and the 
commissioner of education. Thero aro no formal 
requirements to involvo groups in planning, but 
all plans have boen dovoloped with formally 
organizod advisory groups from all concomed 
soctors. ' 



Stato Studont Aooiatanco and Loan Agcncico 

Tho Department of Highor Education functions 
as tho stato studont assistance agoncy and 
tho stato participates in tho fedoral state 
studont incontivo .grant program.

State-Level Coord inating and/or Governing Agency 

The Board of Educational Finance; established in 
1951, functions as die state coordinating agency 
for postsecondary education. Its structure and 
responsibility were amended in 1967 and again in 
1973. The board consists of 13 members, 11 repre- 
senting the general public and appointed by the 
governor to serve six-year terms of office, and 2 
members representing the students who are 
appointed by the governor to serve one-year terms 
as ex officio members. The board has statutory 
responsibility for 'planning and coordination for 
all sectors of postsecondary education (public 
senior, junior, vocational-technical, private 
and proprietory). In addition, the agency has 
statutory responsibility for budget review and 
recommendation for public senior and junidr 
institutions and for program approval for new 
graduate programs in public senior colleges.* 
The Board of Educational Finance is not a 
cabinet department and the executive officer 
of the board is appointed by and serves at the 
pleasure of the board. 

Institutional Governing Boards 

There are 11 institutional governing boards in 
the state: the statutory board of Albuquerque 
Technical-Vocational Institute and board of ■ 
Luna Area Vocational School, each for a single 
vocational institution^ and the board of New 
Mexico Junior College and San Juan College, 
public junior colleges; and the constitutional 
regents of (1) New Mexico Military Institute and 
Northern New Mexico Community College, each for 
a single public junior institution; (2) the 
University of New Mexico governing 3 public 
junior institutions and one public senior college; 
(3) New Mexico Highlands University, Western New 
.Mexico University, and New Mexico Institute of 
Mining and Technology, each with authority over 
a senior public institution; (4) New Mexico 
State University governing four public junior 
institutions and a public senior institution;

Part I; State Structure' 

State-Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

Tho University of the Stato of New York Consists 
of all olomentary, socondary and postsecondary 
educational institutions which are incorporated 
in the state and othor libraries, museums, insti- 
tutions, schools, organizations and agencies for 
education as may bo admit tod to or incorporated 
by the univorsity. Tho term "univorsi ty" as 
used horo is a broad torm oncompassing all tho 
institutions offering education in the state* 
Tho univorsity is empowored to charter, registor 
and. inspect educational institutions; to litonse 
and supervise tho professional conduct of prac- 
titionors in nearly all tho professions; to 
cortify teachers and librarians; and to appor- 
tion cortain stato financial assistance to public 
and private educational institutions. 

Tho Regents of tho Univorsity of tho Stato Of 
Now York, established by tho logislaturo in 
1784, aro responsible for tho general super- 
vision of and sotting of policy for all educa- 
tional activities within the state and prosido 
ovor tho university and tho Stato Education 
Department. Tho regents and tho univorsity aro 
ostablished undor the state constitution, and 
the 15 regents are oloctod by tho logislaturo, 
1 from each of the state's 11 judicial districts 
plus 4 oloctod at largo, for terms of 7 years 
without pay. Tho chancellor and vico chancellor 
are elected from among their number by a major- 
ity of tho regents and tho regents have legis- 
lative, executive and judicial powers. Tho 
regents and t'ho department havo authority and 
responsibility for planning and coordination, 
dogroo powers and program approval for all 
sectors and levels of postsecondary education, 
including all dogreo-granting institutions. 
The president of tho University of tho Stato 
of New York is appointod by tho rogents and 
serves at their ploasuro. Tho president 
serves also as tho commissioner of education, 
the chiof 1 exocutivo officor of the Stato Edu- 
cation Department whoso dutios aro both 
executive and judicial. 



Inati tutional Governing Boards 

There are two statutory public institutional 
governing boards in the stato -- the Board 
of Trustees of tho Stato Univorsity of New 
York (35 junior institutions and 29 sonior 
institutions) and the Board of Trusteos of 
Tho City University of Now York (7 junior 
and 11 senior institutions). * 

Man tor Planning 

In October 1980 tho rogents adopted tho fifth 
regents Statewide Plan for tho Developmont of 
Postseconda ry Education , Tho 1980 plan stated 
the rogonts' four goals for postsecondary 
education: oxcellence, accoss, diversity 
and effective use of ro^ourcos. At the center 
of the plan aro 13 objectives for tho yoar 
1990, designed to diroct efforts of tho 
higher educational community toward tho goals 
in measurable fashion. In addition, tho plan 



lists statewido activities which will be 
undertaken during the next four-yoar planning 
period to move the state's postsecondary 
system toward the longer term objectives for 
1990. In October 1982, Tho Ro£ents 1982 
Progress Report on the 1980 Statewido Plan was 
adopted by the regents. Tho Progress Report 
is a bridging document in. New York State's 
higher education planning process. Coning 
halfway betweon the quadrennial statewido 
• plans, it takes noto of progross raado toward 
tho objoctivos of the 1980 Plan and looks 
forward to tho preparation of tho 1984 Plan. 



1202 Commission 

Tho Board of Regonts of the Univorsity of tho 
Stato of New York has boen dosignated by tho 
governor as the 1202 commission. Its member- 
ship was not augmented. 

State Student Assistance and loan Agencies 

Tho New York State Highor Education Sorvicos 
Corporation sorves as the stato student assis- 
tance agoncy and Now York participates in tho 
fodoral stato student incentivo grant program. 
Tho state has a stato guaranteed loan program 
undor tho fedoral insurod loan program. 



Stato Board of vocational Education 

Tho rogents aro conSidored to bo tho Stato 
Board of Vocational Education, since tho 
fedoral gOvomment empowors them to administor 
funds and programs undor tho Vocational Educa- 
tion Act . 



Stato-Lo'vol Organization for private Collogcp

Licensure /Approval Agencies

Part I: State -Structure , 

State- Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

The Board of Governors of The University of 
North Carolina was redefined, effective July 1, 
1972, in order to foster the development of a 
wel ^-planned and coordinated system of higher * 
education in North Carolina, to improve the 
quality of education, to extend its benefits 
and to encourage an economical use of the 
state's resources. The board is composed of 32 
members, 8 of whom are elected by the legisla- 
ture every 2 years. Each group of 8 must 
include a. minimum of 1 woman, 1 member of a 
• minority race and 1 member of the party which 
constitutes the minority in the legislature. 
All 32 members, serving 8-year terms of office, 
a re deemed members - - at - 1 ar ge~~cTiia - rgea r ~w I th"thT~ 
responsibility of serving the best interests 
of the whole, state. The board has statutory 
authority for planning and developing a coor- 
dinated system of higher education including 
public junior, senior, vocational and technical 
and private institutions. It also functions 
as the statutory governing agency for 16 senior 
public institutions in the state and administers 
statewide federal or state programs that pro- 
vide aid to institutions or students of post- 
secondary education through an agency, except 
those related exclusively to the Community 
College System. In addition, the board has 
statutory authority for program approval and 
making consolidated budget recommendations for 
public senior institutions. The chief adminis- 
trative officer of the university, the presi- 
dent, is elected by the board and serves at 
the pleasure of the board. North Carolina 
does not have an office of secretary, of educa- 
tion, and the Board of Governors does not serve 
as a cabinet department but gives advice and 
recommendations concerning higher education to 
the governor, the*General Assembly, 'the Advisory 
Budget Commission and the boards of trustees 
of the Institutions. , 

The General Assembly at its 1979 session, created 
the State Board of Community Colleges and pro- 
vided that, effective January 1, 1981, full 
authority for the government of the community 
college system would shift from the State Board 
of Education' to this board. The State Board of 
Community Colleges consists of 19 members: the 
lieutenant governor and the state treasurer, 
serve ex officio; one person is appointed by the 
governor from each of six community college 
I trustee association^ regions, four people are 
'appointed by the governor from the state at 
large; and the General Assembly by joint reso- 
lution selects seven persons from the. state at 
large and the governor appoint these persons to 
membership on the State Board. The State Board 
of Community Colleges has established a State 
Department of Community Colleges and adopts and 
administers necessary policies, regulations, and 
standards for the establishment and operation of 
that department. The State Boafrd also elects 
the state president of the Community College 
System, who is the chief administrative officer 
of the department. Provision is «ade for°the 
staff of the Department of Community Colleges. 
-The State Board norf^has statutory authority for 
23 community colleges, 28 technical colleges and 
7 technical institutes. ♦ 



Institutional Governing Boards 

Under the statute creating the Board of 
Governors, a 12-member board.of trustees, 
with the president of the student govern- 
ment of the institutions as an ex officio 
member, was provided for each of tHe 16 
senior public institutions. Responsibili- 
ties are largely delegated by the Board of 
Governors. Each community college, technical 
college and technical institute is governed 
by a board of trustees consisting of 13 
members, with the president of the student 
government or the chairman of the executive 
board of the student body of each community 
co 11 ege^ technical col lege and technica l 



institute as an ex officio, nonvoting member 
of the board of trustees of each institution. 



Master Planning u ^ 

In April 1976, the Board of Governors 
adopted a long-range (1976-1981) plan for 
the University of North Carolina, based 
largely on five r year plans submitted by v 
each of the .16 institutions. The univer- 
sity plan defined the academic role of each 
of the institutions, authorized the planning 
of requested academic'programs , provided 
' for the annual revision of the plan and 
initiated a systematic review of all current 
degree programs offered by the constituent 

institutions 

r 

A second edition of the Jong-range pla*n was 
published in Nov. 1977, extending the 
I planning period to 1977-1982. This edition 

devoted particular attention to^the public 
services programs of the university. A third 
. editionyof the long-range plan was published 
.in December 1978, extending the planning 
period to 1978-1983. the fourth edition 
of £he plan for the period 1980-1985 was 
adopted February 13, 1981. 

The next edition of the long-range plan will 
again cover five years, 1982-83 through 1986-87. 
The preparation Qf the planning document will 
agayi be a joint endeavor. Each institution, 
under the direction of the chancellor, will 
develop and submit proposed amendments to its 
\ current five-year plan. The^ president's staff " . 
_ J£ " Sfill be engaged also in university-wide planning, 
through various special studies*and program, 
reviews, and will engage in appropriate consul- 
tation with representatives of the Community 
College System, of the private colleges and 
universities, p,and of the State Departments of

StatO'/Lovol Coordinating and/or Govornlng Agency 

Tho Ohio Board of accents, established in 1963, 
serves as the statutory coordinating agency in 
the state. The board consists of 11 members 
serving nine-year terns of offico, with 9 
centers representing the general public and 
appointed by the governor with the consont of 
tho senate ami 2 % mcmbcrs (chairporson of hoiiso 
and senate education coizmitteos) serving in an 
ex officio capacity. The board has statutory 
authority for planning and co-ordination for 
private institutions and public senior, commun- 
ity and technical institutions. Tho board has 
statutory responsibility to review institutional 
budgets, review and pake recommendations for a 

c o ns olidate d budget t ind app r ove -programs for 

public senior and state two-year col legos. Tho 
state does not have an office of secretary of 
education and the board does not servo as a 
cabinet department.

University of Toledo and Youngstown Stato 
University, each governing a single senior 
public institution; the Boards of Trustoes of 
Ohio University and Ohio State University oach 
responsible for 1 senior institution and 5 
public branches; the Board of Trusteos of Kent 
State University .with 7 public branches and a 
single public senior institution; tho Boards 
of Trustees of the University of Cincinnati 
and Miami University oach with 2 public branchos 
and a single public senior institution.

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Part I; State Structure 

Statc-Lcval Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

The State Regents for Higher Eduction, estab- 
lished by. constitutional amendment in 1941, is 
the, coordinating agency for all postsecondary 
education in Oklahoma. The membership of the 
regents is set by the constitution at 9 members, 
appointed for nine-year overlapping terms by the 
governor with the consent of the senate, all 
representing the general public. The regents 
have constitutional responsibility for pre- 
scribing standards, determining the functions, 
and courses of study, granting degrees, setting 
fees, determining budget needs and making, 
budget allocations to all public institutions 
of higher education, both senior and junior. 
In addition, the regents have constitutional 
authority for planning and coordination of all 
postsecondary institutions, both public and 
private. Oklahoma does not have an office of 
secretary of education and the regents do pot 
function as a cabinet department. The execu- 
tive officer of the regents is appointed by 
the regents and serves at their pleasure. 



Institutional Governing Boards 

Oklahoma's public institutions of higher educa- 
tion are operated by 17 governing boards, 3 of 
which are constitutional and 2 of whiph govern 
more than 1 institution. The const^i^u^ional 
boards are the Board of Regents of the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma, the Board of Regents of Okla- 
homa Colleges which governs 6 senior institu- 
tions and the Board of Regents for the Okla- 
homa Agricultural and Mechanical Colleges 
which governs Oklahoma State University. 3 
public senior colleges and 2 public junior 
colleges. With the exceptions as noted above, 
all other public institutions of higher educa- 
tion have separate and independent statutory 
governing boards. 



Master Planning 

In July 1980, the State Regents for Higher 
Education adopted a long-range planning 
document entitled Oklahoma Higher Education : 
Planning for the 1980* s . This publication 
addresses the issues likely to be faced by 
Oklahoma higher education in the decade and 
provides a mechanism for continuous planning 
and review, utilizing both state regents' 
staff and personnel from state system institu- 
tions to develop policy recommendations for 
the regents' consideration. The regents 
created an Office for Planning and Policy 
Research within the agency, headed by a 
senior vice-chancellor with the responsi- 
bility of coordinating the planning efforts. 
Four permanent planning councils on instruc- 
tion, graduate education and research, ex- 
tension and public service and finance and 
budgeting have been .fcjrmed. Provision was 
also made*, for ad hoc groups to address 
specific problem areas and one such group ' 
has boon formed, a Task Force on Teacher 
Education. 



1202 Commission 



The State Regents for Higher Education was 
designated by the governor as the state 1202 
commission. The membership of the regents was 
not augmented when it became the* 1202 commission. 



State Student Assistance and Loan Agencies 

The State Regents function as the state student 
assistance agency operating the federal state 
student incentive grant program through the 
Oklahoma tuition aid grant program. The State 
Regents also function as the state guarantee 
agency for the Oklahdma Guaranteed Student 
' Loan Program and as the fiscal agent for the 
Oklahoma Student Loan Program. 



State Board of Vocational Education 

The State Board of Vocational Education is 
the State Boartd of Vocational and Technical 
Education, which is independent of the State 
Board of Education. 



State-Level Organization of Private Colleges 
and Universities 

The Oklahoma Association of Independent Colleges 
and Universities is the state organization for 
15 private colleges and universities. 



Licensure/ Approval Agencies 

The State Regents for Higher Education function 
as the approval and licensing agency for private 
degree-granjting institutions in the state. ,The 
Department of Vocational and Technical Educa- 
tion has approval authority for secondary- level 
vocational-technical institutions and the 
Oklahoma Board of Private Schools has approval 
authority for proprietary institutions.

The Educat ional Coordinating Council, established 
in 19ft 3 and amended cost recently in 1975 as the 
Educational Coordinating Commission, servos as 
the statutory coordinating agency for all of edu- 
cation in the stato.

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Part I : State Structure 

State-Level Cgordln&ting and/or Governing Agency 

The St 'ate Board off Education, created by t£e ; # 
General Assembly an 1^63, is organized int# two - « 
councils having members appointed by the governor 
with the advice and consent of the Senate for 
overlapping terms of six years. Of the board's 
17 members, 8 serve as members of the Council of 
Basic .Education and 8 are members of the Council 
of Higher Education with the chairman of the 
board serving on both councils. The board is 
representative of the general public as well as 
the elementary j secondary and postsecondary 
institutions of education in both the public and 
private sectors. There is a statutory office of 
Secretary, of Education with the State Department 
of Education as a cabinet- level coordinating/ 
governing agency currently having statutory 
authority for planning and coordination for 
Pennsylvania's postsecondary education sectors 
consisting of 13 state colleges, 1 state univer- 
sity and 3 state branch campuses (See NOTE below) ; 
4 state-related universities with 25 branch cam- 
puses; 14 community colleges; 117 independent 
colleges and universities, including 9 junior 
colleges and 12 state-aided institutions; and 
57 specialized associate degree-granting insti- 
tutions, including 1 state school for technology. 

The state college and university system is governed 
at the present time by the Board of State College 
and University Directors subject to the rules and 
regulations of the State Board of Education but 
this arrangement will change as the new act 
establishing an independently governed state 
system of higher education becomes fully effec- 
tive on July 1, 1983 (See NOTE below).- 

The State Board of Education reviews policies, 
standards, rules and regulations formulated 
cooperatively by the councils and the Department 
of Education adopts broad policies and principles 
and establishes "standards governing education in 
the state; and annually reviews the budget 
requests of the department and of the educational 
institutions financed wholly or in part from state 
appropriations recommendinf approval or disapproval 
to the secretary of education, the governor and 
the legislature. It is anticipated that the 
governor will appoint a commission to study the 
financing of higher education in the Commonwealth. 
However, the work to be undertaken by this com- 
mission is still in the formative state. At 
present the Board of State College and University 
Directors reviews budget requests and program 
projJfesals from the state-owned institutions, 
recommending approval or disapproval to the 
secretary of education, who has final statutory 
authority for budget and program approval (See 
NOTE below). The State Department of Education 
also recommends to the governor requested state 
monies for other publicly supported institutions -- 
state- related, state-aided and community colleges - 
and has limited program approval responsibilities 
for these and all ottter segments of higher educa- 
tion. 

NOTE: Legislation was enacted on November 12, 
1982 creating a new university system to be 
fully effective July 1, 1983 in which t^e 13 
state colleges, 1 state university and their 
branch campuses will be transferred from the 



Department of Education to a Chancellor and 
Board of Governors . The new organization wijl 
be known as the State System of Higher Educa- 
tion and each institution within the system 
will include .the designation "university" in 
its title. Also, the Board of State College 
and University Directors will be dissolved and 
replaced by a 14 member Board of Governors 
(other than the ^governor and secretary of 
education) appointed by the governor and 
confirmed by the Senate. 



Institutional Governing Boards 

The other institutional governing boards are 
the following (not including the nonstate- 
supported private institutions): The Board of 
Trustees of Pennsylvania State University has 
authority for thft university and its 20 branch 
campuses. The Board of Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh has responsibility for the 
university and 4 branch campuses. The Boards 
of Trustees of Temple (and its branch campus) 
and_lincoln Universities have authority for 
their respective institutions. In addition, 
all other institutions have their own governing 
boards. * 



Afaster Planning 

Pennsylvania has developed three master plans. 
The first in 1966 was concerned with enrollments, 
programs and finances in the public sector. The 
-1971 plan included both state-supported and in- 
dependent institutions, and was problem-oriented 
with attention directed toward specific issues 
in higher education. The third plan, approved 
by the State Board of Education in 1978, was 
based upon the work of six task forces dealing 
with major issues through three graduated planning 
phases. 

The State Board of Education through the Council 
of Higher Education is once again beginning to 
develop a new master plan as required by statute. 
This plan will be topical rather than compre- 
hensive. 



1202 Commission 

The Pennsylvania postsecondary education planning 
commission (formerly the 1202 commission) is 
composed of 8 members of the State Board of 
Education's Council of Higher EducAHon. This 
is consistent with statutory responsibility 
vested in the State Board by th$ General Assembly./ 

State Student Assistance arid Loan Agencies 

The Pennsylvania Higher Education Assistance Agency 
serves as the state's central agency for t3U 
administration of the following student finance 
assistance related programs: -State Higher Educa- 
tion Grant (Scholarship) Program; Spite Student 
Loan Guaranty ProgJ-am under the federal guaranteed 
student loan ideogram; State Institutional 'Assis- 
tance Granlw/Program; Federal State Student Incen- 
tive Grant Program; State-Wide Summer College 
Work-Study Program; and Parent Loans for Under- 
graduate Students.

The State Department of Education has licensing 
authority for all postsecondary proprietary 
institutions. The department also has charter 
authority and approval over all new postsecondary 
education degree-granting institutions. 

Related Nongovernmental Organizations With 
Staffs and Programs — Representing Both 
Public and Private Institutions 

The Pennsylvania Association of Colleges and 
Universities, with 116 members, represent both 
public and private institutions. The public 
and private sector is served through cooperative 
interaction with the 8 autonomous regional 
coordinating councils for higher education, each 
of which determines its own pattern of activity. 
Cooperative interaction also occurs through the 
Coalition To Improve Education which consists 
of major basic and higher education associa- 
tions devoted to improve educational quality in 
Pennsylvania . 

Statutory Advisory Committees and/or Task Forces 

The Professional Standards and Practices Commission 
advises the board in three areas of professional 
practices: standards for certification of educa- 
tors, standards of professional practices and 
•procedures of due process with regard to sus- 
pension, annulment or revocation of professional 
certificates. 

The Pennsylvania Advisory Council on Vocational 
Education was created pursuant to the 1968, 1972 
and 1976 Vocational Education Amendments. The 
governor appoints individuals to the council for 
one-year terms; normally individuals serve for 
three terms. The council advises the State Board 
of Education on the development of the State Plan 
and Accountability Report and on policy matters in 
the administration of the State Plan. The council v 
is also responsible for evaluating vocational 
programs, services and activities, for publishing 
the evaluation results and for preparing an annual 
report. Additionally, the council comments on all 
occupational programs operated in the state and 
seeks to enhance or foster coordination of such 
activities .

The Board of Governors for Higher Education, es- 
tablished in 1 98 1 , serves as the statutory govern- 
ing agency for the* Community College of Rhode 
Inland, Rhode Island College and the University 
of Rhode Island. The Board of Governors con- 
sist'* of 11 members*. H appointed by the 
governor to serve on this board, the chairperson 
»>f the Hoard of Regents for Elementary and 
Secondary Education (also appointed by the 
governor), and the chairpersons of the senate and 
house finance committees. Public members serve 
a three- year term of office; they may be reap- 
pointed to a second term. Amour, the powers and 
duties of the board are these: higher education 
information system; master planning; capital 
development; general supervision over public 
higher ediK.it ion; consolidated budget recommen- 
dation, institutional role determination; and 
instructional program approval. The executive 
officer of the board is the commissioner of 
higher education who is appointed by the board 
with the approval of the governor and serves at 
the pleasure of the board. The board maintains 
an office of higher education. There is a Board 
of Regents for Momentary and Secondary Education 
and a Public Teloconmuni cat ions Authority. Prior 
to l'JHl the responsibilities of this board and 
authority, together with those of the Board of 
Governors, Were vested in a single Board of 
Urgent s tor Iducation.

The 
commission has been designated by the governor 
as the entity authorized to act in behalf of 
the state for the purpose of entering into 
agreements to comply with Section 1203 of the 
Higher Education Act. The commission is- comprised 
of members of the Board of Governors for Higher 
Education and representatives of the postsecondary 
education community in Rhode Island. The 
commissioner of higher education serves as the 
chief executive officer.

Part I: State Structure 

Stata-Lovol Coordinating and/or Governing Jigcnaij 

The Commission on Highor Education # was ostoblishcd 
in 11)67 as the statutory coordinating agency for 
hi cher education. The General Assembly in 1970 
adopted amendments to the enabling legislation, 
tho chief effect of which was to restructure the 
membership of the commission. Under the amend- 
ments, the commission consists of 10 mombors i 
appointed by the governor, 3 from each of tho 
statc'4 congressional districts. Of these, 2 
froni ooch district aro^^inted with the advico 
and consent of the lopiaBtivq delegations within % 
the district, and 1 frc^i each district is appointed 
on noni nation by tho legislative delegations 
within tho district. Terns of office are four 
years, and no member nay serve noro than two 
consecutive torns. Tjjie chairman is olectod 
for one -year terns by the members, and nay not 
servo as chairman Pore than four consecutive 
years. 

Othor amendments adopted in 1970 require tho com- 
mission to submit to the Conoral Assembly within 
one ytfar a master plan for higher education; add 
to tho commission/a responsibility to approvo new 
programs in public institutions tho authority to ^ 
roconnend to any of tho public institutions' 
govorning boards the terni nation of an oxisting 
progran; and require tho amission to review, 
modify as necessary and present to tho (ienoral 
Assembly appropriations requests fron tho State 
Board for Technical and Conprehonsi vo Education 
in tho sane manner as roquired for other institu- 
tions. Tlio oxecutive officer of tho commission 
is appointed by and servos at tho pleasure of 
tho commission. South Carolina governnont is not 
organised into cabinet- level departments , and therco 
is /jo office nf secretary of education.

Tlie 1970 anondcents require the commission to » 
prepare and maintain a naste^plan for all 
post secondary education. Tho plan wan approved 
by the (ienoral Assembly on April 2, 1900, and 
nust be reviewed annually by the commission . 

A Higher Education Tuition (irant Committee 
consisting of eight representatives of prl- 
vato nonprofit postsocondary institutions 



and two legislators sorvi<hg ox officio, 
odninisters a state-supported grant progran 
for students at private institutions. Tho 
committee also odninisters the stato's par- 
ticipation in the federal state student „ 
incentivo grant progran. Membors of tho 
State Budget and Control Coard function as 
tho State Education Assistance Authority 
to odninistor funds nado availablo for 
student loons through the solo of revonue 
bonds. Tho authority contracts with the 
South Carolina Student Loon Corporation, a 
state-chartered lending agoncy f rivatoly 
established for tho purpose of administering 
tho progran. 



Stato Doord of Vocational fMuGOtio n 

Tho State Board of Education is designated 
the State Board of Vocational Education and 
.as such govoms 55 vocational education 
centers. Vocational -occupational education 
programs' arc also condaotcd by tho 16 
technical educational institutions and by 
rcany junior and senior pubUc and privato 
collogos. Coordination by tho Stato Board 
of Vocational Education with the commission 
io voluntary.

The Gonoral Assembly in 1977 odoptod legis- 
lation requiring state liconsuro of privato # 
degree-granting institutions established in 
Vthe stato since 1953, oxeept for theological 
schools and requiring the commission to execute 
the licensing authority. Tho legislation also 
requires licensuro of in-state offorings by 
public or independent institutions located 
olsewhoro. The Stato Board of Education 
retains authority to licenso proprietory 
institutions which do not award degrees 
(associate or higher) and to carry out approval 
functions required by the Veterans Administration. 

QtatutoriLjtf^ 

An advisory council of public college and 
university presidents and an advisory councj^ 
of private college presidents wore creotod 
by tho 1967 act, as amended, to neet with 
and submit recommendations to tho Commission 
on Higher* Education. Both councils ore 
involved in tho comprehensive planning con- 
ducted by the commission.

Part I: State Structure . 

Stale- Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

tn 1973, under executive ordef, a cabinet depart- 
ment of education and cultural affairs for all 
public education was established. The depart- 
ment is headeel by a secretary of education and 
cultural affairs who is appointed by and serves 
at the pleasure of the governor. The department 
includes 3 education divisions: elementary and 
secondary education, vocational-technical educa- 
tion and higher education; and the Division of 
Cultural Affairs. Cultural affairs includes 
. the Office of Fine Arts, the Office of Educational 
Television, the State Library and the Office of 
Cultural Preservation. The secretary is respon- 
sible for planning, coordination and budget 
review and for making recommendations to the 
governor for budgets for all the education 
divisions. In the 1979 legislative session an 
executive order was issued placing personnel in 
elementary- secondary education and vocational 
education under the control of the secretary of 
education and cultural affairs. 

The Board of Regents serves as the constitu- 
tional governing body for the seven public u 
colleges and universities, a school' for the * 
deaf and a school for the visually handicapped. 
The board was expanded by statute to include 
nine voting members and one student represen- 
tative appointed by the governor with senate 
confirmation to serve six-year terms of office 
(the student serves for two years). There are 
no public junior colleges in the state. The 
executive officer of the Board of Regents is 
appointed by and serves at the board 1 s pleasure. 



State Student ^Assistance and Loan Agencies 

The Office of the Secretary of Education and 
Cultural Affairs serves as the state student 
assistance agency. The Soutfe Dakota Education 
Assistance Corporation has been granted the 
right to administer the guaranteed student 
loan program for the state of South Dakota.

A 
planning commission, an advisory board to the 
secretary of education and cultural affairs (also 
serves as the 1202 commission), coordinates the 
plans for the divisions under its jurisdiction. 
It also attempts to coordinate the private and 
proprietary plans with those of the public * 
sector. Each public institution participates * 
in the planning at all stages of development.

State- Level Coordinating and/or Govorning_ Agency 

Tho Higher Education Commission, established in 
1967 and amondod in structure and responsibi lity 
in 1973, 1974, 1975, 1976, 1977, 1978 and 1980 
sorvos* as the statutory coordinating agency for 
postsocondary education in Tonnossoo. Tho THEC 
consists of 9 members, roprosentativo of tho 
gonoral public, appointed by tho govornor for a 
nino-yoar torm of office. The THEC has statu- 
tory rooponsibility for planning and coordina- 
tion for public junior and senior institutions 
and technical institutes, and conducts planning 
and coordination activities as a mattor of policy 
for those institutions as woll as for privato 
institutions.

State- Level Coordinating and/or Governing Agency 

The State Board of Regents, established in 1969 
and amended in structure and responsibility in 
1974, has statutory governing authority for a 
total of 9 public institutions: 4 senior, 3 
junior and 2 vocational-technical. The board 
is composed of 16 members representing the 
general public and appointed by the governor 
with senate confirmation for six-year terms of 
office. A 17th member, the lieutenant governor, 
was added to the regents by the 1981 state 
legislature. The Board of Regents has statu- 
tory authority for coordinating and planning 
for all segments of postsocondary education 
(public junior and senior, vocational-technical, 
private and proprietary). In addition, the , 
regents have program approval authority and 
authority to review institutional budgets and 
review and make consolidated budget rocomma*^ 
dations for public senior and junior institu- 
tions. The state does not have an office of- 
secretary of 'state and the Board of Regents 
is not a cabinet department. The executive 
officer of the board is appointed by the 
board and servos at the pleasure of the 
board. 



Ins ti tutional Governing Boards 

Utah does not have individual institutional 
governing boards, but has institutional 
councils, appointed by the governor with 
senate consent. The institutional councils 
have specific statutory authority, but 
derive their principal campus governance 
powers by delegation from the Board of 
Regents. The Utah system therefore com- 
bines central policy governance with the 
institutional councils which govern with 
presidents appointed by the regents and 
with powers delegated by the regents.

Part I: State Structure 

State-Lovol Coordination* mad/or Governing Agency 

Tho Council for Postsecondary Education has 16 
membors, including 9 public members appointod by 
tho governor with senato confirmation. Statuto 
requires that ono of these public members be a 
student, sorving up to three yoars. The remain- 
ing oight citizon members each serve six-year terras 
of office. Other members aro: one representative 
oach of tho executive branch, four-year public 
institutions, independent institutions, and pro- 
prietary institutions; tho director pf the State 
Board 'for Community College Education; the 
superintendent of public instruction; and the 
diroctor of the' Commission for Vocational Educa- 
tion. The' Council for Postsecondary Education 
ftas statutory responsibility for: (1) dotormining 
the educational needs of tho stato and identify- 
ing priorities among them; (2) spocifying 
rocourcos necessary to moet needs; (3) dofining 
institutional rolos and missions; (4) conducting 
budgotnry roviews to dotermino conformity with 
tho stato plan and (5) reviewing university and 
collogo feo.levols, admissions and transfer pol- 
icies and now and oxi3ting dogroo programs. Tho 
state does not have an office of secretary of 
educatipn and the council does not function as 
a cabinot department. Tho executive officer 
of the council is appointed by the council and 
servos at its pleasure. 



Insti tutlonaX Governing Boards 

Tho Stato Board for Community Collogo Education, 
created by tho Community Collogo Act of 1967, is 
tho central administrative agency for tho 27 
public community collogos. Each of tho stato- 
supportod community collogos also has its own 
local governing board. Tho district boards are 
responsible for tho operation of tho community 
colleges, dotormi nation of curricula (with state 
board roview and approval), awarding of dpgroos 
and-ostablishmont of necosaary local administra- 
tive rulos and regulations, whilo tho state 
board is rosponsiblo for policies covering con- 
cerns of a statewido nature (budget and funds 
allocations, standard policios and institutional 
locntionO). Each four-yoar public institution is 
govomod by an individual statutory governing 
board tho Boards of Trustoes of Central 
Washington, Eastom Washington and .Westorn 
Washington Univorpitios, tho Boards of Rogonts* 
of tho Univorsity of Washington and Washington 
Stato Univorsity and tho Board of Trustoos of 
tho Evprgreon Stato Collogo.

In January 1983, tho Council for Postsecondary 
Education roloasod its long-rango plan, Highor • 
Education in Washington: Tho Noxt Six Years . 
Council adoption of tho documont followed 18 
months of discussion and roviow of highor educa- 
tion issuos, dissemination of 13,000 draft copioa 
statowido and a^sorios of public hearings. 
Spoakors from virtually ovory oducational soctor 
and dimonsion of public intorost spoko to various 
aspocts of the draft. Two subjocts, access and 



quality, provide the unifying, themes of the. 
plan, and the five "major issues derive from 
them. These are: Enrollment policy, finance, 
quality, needs and institutional missions. 
There ajre over 100 recommendations in all, 
about 70 new to this plan, with another 30 
carried forward from the 1976 plan. 



1202 Commission 

Onde^r the July 1975 statute, the Council for 
Postsecondary Education was designated the 
state 1202 commission. 



State Student Assistance and Loan Agencies 

The Council for Postsecondary Education serves 
as the state student assistance agency and 
administers five state programs of financial 
aid and the state*s participation in the federal 
state student incentive grant program* In early 
1979, a private nonprofit corporation, the 
Washington Student Loan Guaranty Association, 
was created to administer the federal guaran- 
teed student loan program. 



State Board of Vocational Education 

The Commission for Vocational Education serves 
as the State Board x>f Vocational Education. It 
^is responsible for the state's vocational 
education plan prepared in compliance with 
federal requirements and for adjudication between 
the vocational-technical institutes under the 
K-12 system and the vocational programs in the 
community colleges. Five vocational-technical 
institutes are under the jurisdiction of the 
state superintendent of public instruction.

Part I: State Structure 

State- Level Coordinating and/or Govern! nffi&gency 

The Board of Regents of the University of Wisconsin 
System, established in 1971 and amended in structure 
and function in 1973 and 1974, serves as the statu- 
tory governing Agency for public institutions: 13 
senior andU3 freshman- sophomore liberal arts centers. 
The board consists of 16 members serving 7-year terms 
of office -- 14 members are appointed by the governor 
with senate confirmation and 2 members serve in an 
^ex officio capacity. The board has statutory respon- 
sibility for planning and coordination, program 
approval, institutional budget review and making 
consolidated budget recommendations for all ui&ts 
of the University of Wisconsin System. The president 
of the University System is appointed by the Board 
of Regents and serves at the pleasure of the board. 

The Wisconsin Board of Vocational, Technical and 
Adult Education is composed of 12 members: 3 
employers, 3 employees and 3 members at- large 
appointed py the governor and ratified by the senate 
for six-year terras; and the president of the Board 
of Regents, the superintendent o'f the Department of 
Public Instruction and the commissioner of the 
Department of Industry, Labor and Human Relations 
serve as ex officio members. The state is divided 
into 16 vocational, technical and adult education 
districts, which iftaude 36 technical- vocational 
institutions, 3 of which offer a lower-division 
college level liberal arts program. The agency 
is charged with the statutory mission of providing 
programs in vocational, technical 'and adult short- 
term and apprenticeship programs below the bacca- 
laureate degree. The board has statutory respon- 
sibility for planning^ coordinating, program 
approval and evaluation and the disbursement and 
accountability for state and federal funds. 

The University System is represented on the Educa- 
tional Communications Board, which is responsible 
for planning, coordinating and overseeing public 
educational radio and television systems and 
programming. The units of the system cooperate 
closely with the Higher Educational Aids Board in 
providing financial aid to students/ The Board 
of Regents of the University of Wisconsin System 
cooperates with the Board of Vocational , Technical 
and Adult Education in planning new programs and 
coordinating efforts to meet the educational needs 
of the state. Other state agencies with which the 
University System works closely are the Building 
Commission, the Department of Administration, the 
State Historical Society and the following depart- 
ments; Health and Social Services; Industry Labor 
and Human Relations; Justice; Development; Natural 
Resources; Public Instruction} and Veterans Affairs.

Master Planning 

Master planning for higher education in Wisconsin 
is the responsibility of the Board of Regents of 
the University of Wisconsin System and the State 
Board of Vocational, Technical and Adult Education 
for their respective systems.

In 
particular^reas , master planning is done by 
task forces with members drawn from public 
and private higher education institutions and 
from practicing professionals in the field.
